I herewith write you for the purpose of asking you a few questions, trusting that you will 
not deem it impertinent the questions are as follows: 

(1) Does the Mexican Government at present issue silver dollars? Does it issue gold 
dollars? 

(2) Is there any place in Mexico where a United States gold dollar is given in exchange 
for two Mexican silver dollars? Where ? 

(3) Will the Mexican Government give on demand 1000 Mexican gold dollars for 1000 
Mexican silver dollars? Would any bank in Mexico do so? Would the Mexican 
Government or an Mexican bank make a similar exchange in respect to any other 
form of Mexican moneys. 

(4) Will the United States Government give 1000 U.S. gold dollars for 1000 U.S. silver 
dollars? 

(5) If the Mexican Government will not make the exchange as suggested above, how 
many Mexican gold dollars will it give for 1000 Mexican silver dollars? 

By answering these questions you will greatly oblige.
